gradually interwoven into his relig­ 
ious practice and thus has become 
a part of the observance of some of 
its rites. 
The dancers wear gro­ 
tesque 
head-dresses 
of 
animal 
heads, or masks, ferocious in ap­ 
pearance; noise producing belts and 
anklets, and carry short swords or 
sticks. 
Beginning with the first Friday in 
Lent, when they follow and later 
accompany the procession of the 
Via Cruels, they assume different 
parts in turn, first as soldiers, then 
as evil spirits, and always as tor- 
menters of the people who are good. 
The dancers enjoy a large crowd 
of spectators and put forth their 
best efforts when encouraged by a 
large number of visitors. The weird 
notes of the native flute, the pe­ 
culiar double roll of the drum, the 
turn-turn of the beat en gourd and 
the harsh rasping of the hand gourd 
keep incessant time with the shuf­ 
fling steps of the dancers. 
It is 
hard to imagine a more unusual 
scene than the colorful dancers with 
towering head-dresses, waving in 
th* spring air their bright colored 
paper flowers and feather* of even 
brighter hues, shuffling in quick 
succession, against a dull back­ 
ground of blue and purple moun­ 
tains which rim a desert of cac­ 
tus laden mesas.

Meter E nlarges Variation 


In some cases, however, certain 
parts hav# to be even more pre­ 
cise than this.

amplifies the difference from the 
required dimension* by ten. Thus 
a piece that must be made ac­ 
curate to within one one-hundred 
thousandths of an inch, or one 
degree on the meter scale, will 
show up this difference by ten de­ 
grees on the scale. 
Fine precision measurements Is 
undertaken 
in 
checking 
up 
the 
sizes and variations of gears by 
means of a projector that throws 
a shadow of the gear and m ag­ 
nifies it from 60 to 400 times. On 
this screen the engineer can de­ 
tect the slightest error. 
Even the surfaces of flat ob­ 
jects, especially the gauges, hav* 
to be checked up at times. 
For 
this purpose, the automobile plant 
ha* a master flat surface, care­ 
fully kept under oil and a cover 
of felt-lined wood. 
It is all a matter of minute de­ 
tail and extreme care.

R ough­ 
ly estim ating th a t 30 y ears of life 
are sacrificed in each death, it is

U nited S tates are charged w ith the 
responsibility of 600,000 lost y ears 
fo r the entire population. 
T he other side of the story is far 
m ore cheerful as phy sicians and 
econom ists 
give 
the 
autom obile 
credit for adding several y ears of 
life to the fam ily by w hich it is 
owned in addition to aiding in the 
general h ealth of th a t fam ily . H ow ­ 
ever, allow ing only one y e ar of ad ­ 
ditional life to each person using 
an autom obile, it is show n th a t 
50.000.000 y ears are added to the 
to tal life of residents of the U nited 
States,

y ears of life lost through operation 
of the 22,000,000 m otor vehicles in 
th e U nited S tates represent only
